Kaiser Wilhelm Informed the Queen
He Would Soon Advance on France.

Bnt She Circumvented Her Warlike Grand-
son with an Autograph Letter to the

Czar Gladstone Lenient with Lords.

STARTLING IF TRUE.

Alleged Diplomacy by Which Queen Tic
toria Averted War.

New York, Oct LThe Berlin corre-
spondent of the Herald cabling his paper
says: 1 have authority to say that had
it not been for the excellent woman's com-

mon sense of Queen Victoria and the sound
judgment of the Czar, who, in the moment
of emergency, acted in perfect accord, Eu-

rope would perhaps at this very 'moment
be in the throes of war. The facts are
these: Last summer when Emperor Will-a- m

was at Osborne he one even ing asked
tho Queen to accord him a confidential
conversation upon a matter of tho utmost
importance. The request was granted, and
the Emperor said in substanc:

'I have bomething on my mind. I seek
your consel. The situation in Germany is
intolerable. It cannot last twelve months
longer. The country cannot bear the
present financial strain required to keep up
its present lighting strength. Socialism is
daily assuming more terrible proportions.
Germany's allies, especially Italy, are no
longer able to keep up the present pace. The
strain is too great ou them. France, on the
contrary, is becoming stronger and
stronger, but France is isolated, it is ab-
solutely necessary that Germany should
seize the iirst occasion to declare war
upon her. The latest moment to which
this can possibly be put oil' is the spring of
1802."

The Queen listened to all the Emperor
said, aud replied:

"As long as I live I firmly hope
that peace will be maintained. I am
now old, but still I feel that
my last years shall not be saddened
by blood flowing in Europe. The responsi-
bility that rests upon you is a terrible one.
It would, iu my opinion, be criminal for
any sovereign or statesman to attempt to
precipitate events."

The conversation ended, tho Queen that
evening sent for Lord alisburyand in-
formed him of this ttrange conversation,
and desired him to talk with tho Emperor
about it.

"I am afraid that would only makethings
worce, your tMajesty," ireplied Lord
Salisbury, "for I think if I attempted to
discuss the question, the Emperor might
cut matters short by taking me by the
shoulders and pushing me out of the win-
dow. Besides, it might excite his Majesty
to do exactly the contrary to what 1 might
suggest."

No,w continued Lord Salisbury, "there
is, in my opinion, only one thing to do
write an autograph letter to the Czar, tell-
ing him frankly what has occurred, and urg-
ing him, in the interests of the peace of
Europe, to lose no time in making a friendly
advance toward France in order to convince
Emperor William that KusMa would not
consent to see Franco wantonly attacked.
This would cause the Emperor to
retlect. and, in my opinion, this is the most
effective way of preserving the peace. It
would be well," continued Lord Salisbury,
"if England should also simultaneously
make an advance toward France."

The Queen at once followed Lord Salis-
bury's advice. A confidential envoy was
forthwith intrusted with tho Queen's
autograph letter to the Czar. The Czar
fully appreciated the criticalsitnation. The
French lleet was then in Sweden. The
Czar immediately sent an invitation
for it to come to Cronstadt. The
Queen, at tho same time, , in-
vited the French fleet to visit Forts-mont- h.

The rest is already a matter
of history. The above facts reach me
from such personages and in such a
manner as to inspire the utmost confi-
dence. I am not at liberty to dis-
close the sources of my information, but
were I to do so, they would carry with
them the greatest weight in London, as
well as iu lierlin. With this comment 1

send you the abovo bit of history for what
it ii worth."

LIBERALS NOT SATISFIED.

Gladstone Was Too Lenient Toward the
House of Lords In Ills Recent Speech,

special to the Indianapolis JoninaL
London, Oct. 4. Mr. Gladstone, accom-

panied by Mrs. Gladstone, walked to church
at Hawardeu this morning, with a fresh
color in his cheeks and the springing step
of youth and vigor. Ho met with an un-

usual ovUion from tho villagers. Amoug
the Liberals there is not complete satisfac-
tion with Mr. Gladstone's address of Fri-
day. His evident reluctance to share in
the demand for the abolition of tho House
Lords and his qualified support of the prop-
osition that members of Parliament should
be salaried are deeply disappointing. Tho
feeling against the House of Lords is in-

tense and the Radicals are not willing to
agree to Mr. Gladstone's programme that
the Tories shall not be disturbed unless by
they oppose Irish home rule. Some1
of the more radical leaders say that
to make a fight against the House of
Lords on such an issuo would le to
strengthen it by calling to the support of
the Lords all the electors who are opposed
to Irish separation, thereby giving the
Lords a prestige as champions of the un-
ionist cause. What the Kadicals want is
to raise the question whether the House of
Lords has a right to exist, on the merits of
the question alone, and without any handi-
capping.

Another point in Mr. Gladstone's speech
that has displeased many is that he advo-
cated pay for members of Parliament only
where these members were labor candi-
dates, or too poor to support themselves,
this being the inference to be drawn from
his utterances. What the large majority of
tho Liberals want is a salary fur all mem-
bers, rich or poor, us otherwise a payment
to poor members only would look like a
dole in the way of chant'. Altouether. the
more Literals chew over Mr. Gladstone's
speech the less they like it. and the more
evident it seems that a division in tho
party between the Radicals and Liberals
canunot long be avoided.

Army Officer to Examined.
Washington, Oct. 4. The President bns

prescribed a set of rules, which have been
promulgated by the Secretary of War, pro-
viding for a ay tern of examination to de-

termine the fitness for promotion of all off-

icers of the army below the grade of major.
When Congress passed the act of Oct. 1.
1500, providing for such examinations, it
went into effect immediately, and in order
to adjust the scheme to men who had made
no preparation for tho examinations, the
requirements were somewhat limited.

Increasing Demand for Domestics American
Girls No Longer Serve as Cooks.

Special to the ln&ans;olls Journal.
Washington, Oct. 4. "I want no better

evidence of unusual prosperity throughout
our country than the demands being made
for domestio servants' said an officer yes-

terday in the office of the Superintendent
of Immigration. "It means two things:
That a larger number of families are em-

ploying servants, and that women are find-

ing better employment than in the capacity
of cooks, housekeepers and all-ronn- d do-

mestics. I could make a mint of money by
rinding employment for immigrants and
importing them undercontract if it was al-

lowable. We have a great many calls for
domestics. Yes. servants are paid good
wages from the start. The .greenest
German, Norwegian, Swiss and other
women who cannot speak a word of
our language, and who mnst of neces-
sity be a great drawback till they can be
taught our language and ways, are paid
$2 a week, at the lowest, and aro given
lodging and board. Then they range np-wa- ru

iu wages, some receiving as high as
a dollar a day. Two dollars a week is the
very lowest, however. Why. even that is
twice as ranch as they have been, getting.
It is not often that a domestic in Emope,
anywhere, gets more than a dollar a week,
and she finds ber own board. and lodging.

"This is all the result of a general eleva-
tion of American women. Our poorer
classes are getting in better circumstances.
They do not have to send their girls out to
work. Instead, they are sent to school.
Then the mechanics and laborers are doing
well and, marry onr girls. Not half the
proportion of American girls now work out
as used to be hired for honse-wor- k. It is
one of the best signs of the times."

INTERESTING RELIC.

Tint Bell Rang In the New World Dlscor- -
; ered In Santo Domingo.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
Washington, Oct. 4. The - Bureau of

American Republics furnishes the follow-
ing about the first bell rung in America,
which is now in Washington, and will be
on exhibition at the world's fain When
Columbus laid the foundations of Isabella,
San Domingo, the first settlement by Eu-
ropeans (if we except La Navidad, a merely
temporary stockade, with small garrisons,)
in tho new world, the first structure to
receive eerious attention was the church.
It was erected and christened within a few
months after the landing at Isabella in
December, 1103. In 1494 a city was began
in the royal plain of La Vega, and called
La Vega, or the city of the plains, whither,
doubtless, was transported everything
portable in Isabella, which was soon aban-
doned to the solitude of the forest which
environed it. A church was likewise built
at La Vega, and it is thonght that the
bell in the city of Isabella occupied a simi-
lar position in the belfry tower of La Vega.

In the year 1542 La Vega was destroyed
by a terrible earthquake and the city aban-
doned by such of the inhabitants as escaped.
More than 300 years passed away. One
day a man espied a bell in the branches of a
iig tree, a species that envelops everything
iu ita reach, and which had wrapped its
trunk around a portion of the belfry. tower
of the mined chnrcb. This bell had been
raised in the arms of the tig tree, and was
thus preserved from falling to the ground
and being buried out of sight. The bell
was secured and for a long time was pre-
served as a venerated relic, almost wor
shiped by the superstitious natives of
fanto Domingo. It finally came into tho
possession of l'adre Uellini, a patriotic
priest of Santo Domingo city, who hung it
in tho chapel of his convent school. All
this was recorded in tho papers of that
time.

When Senor fJalvar. tho plenipotentiary
sent by Santo Domingo to negotiate for the
reciprocity treaty, was in Washington, he
gave to Mr. W. E. Curtis, chief iu charge
of the Latin-America- n department
of the exposition, a letter to the
heirs of Padre liellini. requesting them asa
a great favor to allow the bell to come to
the United fctaten. This was presented to
Senor Jlellini. nephew of the late priest,
and an ex-presid- of the republic, who
courteously allowed Mr. Obcr. the Colum-
bian commissioner, to bring it away with
him, after receiving ample security for its
restoration at the. close of the exposition.
It made tho voyage to New York in safety.
whence It was sent to Washington, where
it now lie awaiting the proper time for
transportation to Chicago.

This bell is of bronze, very small, bnt of
elegant workmanship, eight inches high by
6ix and one-ha- lf across, and bears on tho
surface an image of Sau Maguil. to whom
it is dedicated, and the letter 'F' in gold.
It is inferred that it was a gift to Colum-
bus from Ferdinand of Spain, husband of
Queen Isabella.

THE LOTTERY OCTOPUS.

It Is Now Working In Canada and Throwing
Its Tentacles Over the Border.

fpedal to the Indianapolis Journal.
Washington, Oct, 4. It appears, from

information received through the special
agents of the Postoffice Department, that
the great lottery octopus has its tentacles
tightly fastened upon a large portion of ter-
ritory within the United States, just south
of the Canadian border, aud that it is
working the mails from the Canadian side
with great success.

There have been general agencies for this
cancer on the human family established in
Canada, and circulars and letjers are being
ent into the United States under cover of

plain envelopes, seeking agencies, and Je-clari- ng

that, so long as a correspondence
between a citizen in the United States
and an agent in Canada is conducted
under a plain cover, that "it will be a
physical impossibility for the postotlice au-
thorities to learn the nature of the corre-
spondence." as "under the Constitution of
tho United States there is tho greatest
privacy granted in the mails to its cit-
izens' that "under no circumstances is a
postotlice officer permitted to open a plain
letter passing to or from a citizen of the
United States." And furthermore the lot-
tery agents assert that the Canadian stamp
under the provisions of our postal arrange-
ments with the Dominion of Canada insures
privacy in the mails and prevents the poss-
ibility of ordinary correspondence to or
from Canada falling into the clutches of
the United States postal detectives.

At the Postotlice Department the officials
ay that they see no way to get at this

evil. Kecently the chief of the Dominion
postal inspectors visited Washington, at
the request of Postmaster-genera- l Wana-make- r,

when a consultation was had with
a view to suppressing this business, and
prohibiting the use of the mails for illegiti-
mate transactions between citizens of
Canada and the United States. Hut there
is no law in Canada to cure the evil, aud it
is likely to spread. However, the special
agents of the Postotlice Department, operat-
ing along our northern boundary lines,
have received special instructions to give
this matter the closest possible attention,
and if any letters emanating from thiscountry relating to the lottery business are
found in the mails to detect ana arrest the
senders.

Russian Operations lu the Southwest Caus-
ing; Concern In Austria and Germany.

be the operations of the Russians in the
southwest. Whatever may bo the inten-
tions of Russia, everything is heing pre-
pared as if for war in that direction. The
reserves are out, ostensibly for drill; 240,000
men are ou tho banks of the Pruth, or
within ten miles of that' river, the Rubi-
con of Rosso-Turkis- h war, and the Russian
forces are amply litted with pontoons and
all tho requisites for rapid advance into
the heart of the Balkan states. It is said
that Austria is in some doubt whether to
regard a Russian advance toward the Bal-
kans as a cause for war, and also whether,
in such an event, sho could expect the co-

operation of German3', and that this is one
reason for the frequent interchange of dis-
patches between the two capitals.

Statue of Garibaldt Unveiled at Nice.
Nice, Oct. 4. Tho statue of Garibaldi,

erected in honor of his services to France
during the Franco-Prussia- n war, was
unveiled to-da- y by the Mayor. M.
Rouvier was present, representing the
French government and Canzio, represent-
ing the Garibaldi family. There was a large
concourse of French and Italian Depu-
ties and notable civil aud military
personages. The .enthusiasm was great.
The Mayor of Nice paid grateful homage to
the memory of Garibaldi for coming to the
succor of France in her hour of need, and
he hailed in the patriot a symbol
of the nnion of - the French and
Italians. M. Rouvier said that Frauce was
ever grateful for Garibaldi's assistance.
He could not wish a grander apotheosis
than to see what the people
he bad assisted bad attained. Gen.
Canzio said theunveilmghadoccassioued
a proclamation of concord between the
two nations. A procession of societies
passed through the street playing tho
Marseillaise. General Canzio was made an
officer of the Legion of Honor.

Ho would not place himself in
the clutches of Minister Constans, who
desires to suppress his paper, therefore he
would decline the leadership of the party.
He believed the death of Boulanger would
lead to the reconstruction of the Cabinet.

sions have been made to a certain high per-

sonage who bad intimate relations with the
Gaiety actress, Lydia Miller, who recently
committed suicide. These allusions were
understood to refer to Prince Albert Vic-
tor. The coroner, the same one that hushed
up the Duke of Bedford's suicide, held a
private inquest in the case of Lydia Miller
and refused to allow any one to have access
to the depositions.

French Pilgrims Sent Out of Italy.
Rome, Oct. 4. Three of the pilgrims

charged with insulting the tomb of Victor
Emmanuel have been arrested and con-

ducted across the frontier. Loyal demon-
strations took place to-da- y in nearly all the
largo towns.
